in order to reftore the equilibrium. 
It is likewife inferred, very confiit- 
ently with this firft principle, that, 
when the poor country, in procets 
of time, and by this influx of trade 
© and manufattures, is become rela- 
© tvely richer, the courfe of traffic 
ee February, 1774. 
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and univerfally admired for his frong and nervous Reafoning. We have 
z endeavoured to retain the Subftance of his ingenious Solution; but the Limits 
towbich we are confined have obliged us to omit feveral curious Particulars 


will turn again: Sothat, by attend- 
ing to this change, you may difco- 
ver the comparative riches or pover- 
ty of each particular place or coun- 
try. 

The reafors ufually affigned for 
this inigration, or rather circulation 
of induttry and commerce, are the 
following, viz. In rich countries, 
where money is plenty, a greater 
quantity thereof is given for all the 
articles of food, raiment, and dwel- 
ling: Whereas in poor countries, 
where money Is fcarce, a leffer quan- 
tity of it is made to ferve in procur- 
ing the like neceffaries of life, and 
in paying the wages of the fhepherd, 
the plowman, the artificer, and ma- 


nufacturer. The inferrence from all

which fs, that provifions are raifed, 
and goods manufactured much cheap- 
er in poor countries than in rich ones ; 
and therefore every poor country, If 
a near neighbour to a rich one, and 
if there is aneafy and commodious 
communication between them, muft 
unavoidably get the trade from: t,— 
were trade to be left at liberty to 
take its natural covrfe. Nor will 
this increafe of agriculture and. ma- 
nutactures, whereby the richer coun- 
try is drained, and the poorer pro- 
portionably enriched, be ftopped or 
prevented, till things are brought to 
a pertect level, or the ude of wealth 


_ begins to turn the other way. 


Now, according to this train of 
reafoning, one alarming and obvious 
coniequence mutt neceffarily follow, 
viz. That the provifions and manu- 
factures of a rich country could ne- 
ver tnd a vent in poor ones, on ac- 
count of the higher value, or dearer 
price fet upon them: Whereas thofe 
of a poor country would always find 
a vent in a richone, becaule they 
wouid be afforded the cheapett at 
the common market. 

This being the cafe, can it be de- 
nied, that every poor country 1s the 
natural and unavoidable enemy of a 
richone ; efpecially it it thould hap- 
pen to be adjoiing to 1? =And are 
not we fure belore hand, that it will 
never ceafe of draining wu of its trade 
and commerce, indufiry and manu- 
factures, ull it has at lealk fo tar re- 
duced it, as to be on a level and e- 
quality with ifel{? ‘Therefore the 
rich country, if it re gards ns own 
intere(i, is obliged dy a ind O} felf- 
defence to make war upon the poor 
one, and to endeavour to extrrpste 
all its inhabitants, in order to main- 
tain itfelf in fiatu qua, or to prevent 
the fatal confequences of loofing its 

refent influence, trade, and riches. 
For little lefs than a total extirpat: on 

can be ivthcient to : suard ag: aintt t 
evils to be feared from this prevvebin 
rival, while it is jutiered to exit. 
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But is this indeed the cafe ? — One 
would not willingly run counter to 
the fettled notions of mankind; and 
yet one ou; ght not to make a facrifice 
of truth to mere numbers, and the 
authority of opinion; efpecially if it 
fhould appear, that thefe are truths 
of great moment to the welfare of 
fociety. Therefore, with a becom. 
ing deference, may it not here be 
aiked,— Can you fuppofe, that Di- 
vine Providence bas really conftituted 
the order of things in fuch a fort, as 
to make the rule of national felf-pre- 
fervation to be inconfiftent with the 
fundamental principle of univerfal 
benevolence, and the doing as we 
would be done by ? For my part, I 
muft confefs, I never could conceive 
that an all-wife, juft, and benevo- 
lent Being would contrive one part 
of his plan to be fo contradi€tory to 
the other, as here fuppofed ; — that 
is, would lay us under one obligation 
as to morals, and another as to trade; 
or, in fhort, make that to be our 
duty, which ts not, upon the whole, 
and generally fpeaking (even without 
the confideration of a future ftate) 
our intereft likewife. 

Therefore I conclude a priori, that 
there muft be fome flaw or other in 
the preceding arguments, plaufible 
as they feem, and great as they are 
upon the foot of human authority, 
For though the appearance of things 
at frit fight makes for this conclufi- 
on, viz. * That poor countries mutt 
inevitably draw away the trade from 
rich ones, and confequently impove- 
rifh them, the faét itfelf cannot be 
fo. But, leaving all arguments of 
this fort, as being perhaps too me- 
taphyfical for common ufe, let us 
have recourfe to others, wherein we 
may be aflitted by daily experience 
and obfervation. 

Sunpofe therefore England and 
Scotland to be two contiguous, In- 
dependent kingdoms, equal in fize, 
fituation, and all natural advantages ; 
juppofe, likewife, that the rd 
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1774+ 
of people in both were nearly equal ; 
but that England had acquired 
twenty millions of current {pecie, 
and Scotland had only a tenth part 
of that {um, VIZ. two millions; Uhe 
queftion now is, Whether England 
will be able to fupport itfelf in its 
fuperior influence, wealth, and cre- 
dit? Or be continually on the decline 
in trade and manufactures, till it ts 
funk into a parity with Scotland ; fo 
that the current fpecie of both nati- 
ons will be brought to be juft the 
fame, viz. eleven millions each. 

Now, to refolve this queftion in a 
fatisfactory manner, a previous in- 
quiry fhould be fet on foot, viz. How 
came England to acquire this great 
furplus ot wealth? And by what 
means was it accumulated ? If in the 
way of idlenefs, it certainly cannot 
retain itlong; and England will a- 
gain become poor ; — perhaps fo poor 
as to be little better than Hungary 
or Poland: But if, by a counts of 
regular and univerfal induftry, the 
fame means, which obtained the 
wealth at firft, will, if purfued, cer- 
tainly preferve it, and even add 
thereto: So that England need not 
entertain any jealoufy againft the im- 
provements and manufactures of 
Scotland ; — and, on the other hand, 
Scotland, without hurting England, 
wiil likewife increafe in trade and be 
benefitted both by its example, and 
its riches. 

But, as thefe are only general af- 
fertions, let us now endeavour to 
fupport them by an induction. 

Now, on the fide of the poorer 
nation, it is alledged that, feeing tt 
nes much lefs money, and yet 1s e- 
qual in fize, firuation, and other na- 
tural advantages, equal alfo in num- 
bers of people, and thofe equally 
willing to be diligent and induftri- 
ous; it cannot be but that fuch a 
country muft have a manifett advan- 
tayve over the rich one in point of its 
parfimonious way of living, low 
wages, and confequently cheap ma- 
nufactures,

On the contrary, tlre rich country 


hath the following acvantages, 
which will more than counter-ba- 
lance any difadvantage that may arife 
from the foregoing articles, viz. 
ft. As the richer country bath 
acquired its fuperior wealth by a ge- 
neral application, and long habits of 
induftry, it is therefore in actual pof- 
feffion of an eftabhihed trade and 
credit, large correfpondences, expe- 
rienced agents and factors, commo- 
dious fhops, work-houfes, maga- 
zines, &c. alfo a great variety of 
the beft tools and implements in the 
various kinds of manufactures and 
engines for abridging labour ; — add. 
to thefe good roads, canals, and 
other artificial communications 5 
quays, docks, wharfs, and piers; 
numbers of fhips, good pilots, and 
trained failors: — And, -in refpect to 
hufbandry and agriculture, it is like- 
wife in poffeflion of good inclofures, 
drains, waterings, artificial graffes, 
great ftocks, and confequently the 
greater plenty of manures; alfo a 
great variety of plows, harrows, 
&c. fuited to the different foils ; and, 
in fhort, of every other fuperior me- 
thod of hufbandry arifing from long 
experience, various and expenfive 
trials. Whereas the poor country 
has, for the moft part, all thefe 
things to feek after and procure. 
2dly. The richer country is not 
only in poffeflion of the things alrea- 
dy made and fettled, but alfo of fu- 
perior fkill and knowledge (acquired 
by long habit and experience) for 
inventing and making of more. The 
importance of this will appear the 
greater, when we confider, that no 
man can pretend to fet bounds to the 
progrets that may yet be made both 
in agriculture and manufactures ; for 
who can take upon him to afhrm, 
that our children cannot as far ex- 
ceed us as we have exceeded our 
Gothic forefathers? And is it not 
much more natural and reafonable 
to fuppofe that we are rather at the 
beginning

beginning only, and juft got within 
the threfhoid, than that we are ar- 
rived at the ne plus ultra of uleful 
difcoveries? Now, if fo, the poorer 
country, however willing to learn, 
cannot be fuppofed to be capable of 
making the fame progrefs in learning 
with the mch, for want of equal 
means of inftruction, equally good 
models and examples; — and there- 
fore, though both may be improving 
every day, yet the pr rattical know- 
ledge of the poorer in agriculture 
and manufactures will always be 
found to keep at a refpecttul diftance 
behind that of the richer cowntry. 
qdly. The richer country ts not 
only more knowing, butis alfo more 
able than the other to make further 
improvements, by laying out large 
fums of money in the profecution of 
the intended plan. Whereas the 
poor country has here the mortica- 
tion to find that the want of thefe ts 
in many cafes an iniuperable bar to 
its rife and advancement: And this 
circumftance deferves the more re- 
gard, as it tsa known faét and trite 
obfervation, that very few great and 
exieniive projects were ever brought 
to bear aturn fetting owt; and that 
a vait deal of money mutt be funk, 
and many years be elapted, before 
they are capable of making any re- 
turn. 
4thly. ‘The higher wages of the 
sich country, and ‘the greater {cope 
and encouragement given for the ex- 
ertion of genius, ndullzy, and aim- 
bition, wii! naturaliy ceicrmine a 
@ great imany men of fpirit and en- 
terprife to forfake their own poor 
country. and icttle in the richer; 
fo that the one will always drain the 
other of the Mower of tts inhabi- 
tants: Whereas there are not the 
fame temptations for the beft hands 
and artits of the rich country to 
forfake the beit pay, and tettie ina 
Poor One, 
sthtv. In the richer country, 
sieve the demands are great and 
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conftant, every manufa@ture that re- 
quires various proceffes, and is com- 
pofed of different parts, is accord- 
ingly divided and fubdivided into te- 
parate and diftinét branches; where- 
by each perfon becomes more expert, 
and alfo more expeditious, im the 
particular parcafligned him. Where- 
as, im a poor country, the fame 
perfon is obliged by necetlity, and 
for the fake of getting a bare fub- 
fittencé, to undertake fuch different 
branches as prevent him from excel- 
ling, or being expeditious in any. 
In fuch a cafe, ts it not much cheap- 
er to give 2s. 6d. a day, in the rich 
country, to the nimble and adroit 
artit, than it is to give only 6d. in 
the poor one, to the tedious, auk- 
ward bungler? 

6thly. As the richer country has 
the greater number of rival tradef- 
men, and thofe more quick and dex- 
trous, the goods of fuch a country 
have not only the advantages arifing 
from quicknefs and dexterity, but 
alfo will be afforded much cheaper, 
on account of the emulation of fo 
many rivalsand competitors. Where- 
as, IN a poor country, it is very ealy 
for one rich, over-grown tradefman 
to monopolife the whole trade to 
himfelf, and confequently to fet his 
own price upon the goods, as he 
knows that there are none who dare 
contend with hii in point of fortune; 
—or, what is full as bad, the like 
contequences will follow where the 
numbers of the wealthy are fo few, 
that they can combine together, 
whenever they will, to prey upon the 
public. 
vthly and laftly. In the richer 
country, the fuperiority of the ca- 
piial, ‘and the low intereft of mo- 
ney, will enfure the vending of all 
goods on the cheapeft terms; be- 
caufe a man of 2ocol. capital can 
certainly afford to give the beit wa- 
ges to the beft workmen, and yet be 
able to fell the produce or manufac- 
ture of fuch workmen at a much 
| cheaper

cheaper rate than he who has only a 
capital of 2001. For if the one gets 
only rol. per cent. per ann. for his 
money, that will bring him an in- 
come of 2ool. a year; a fum very 
{uficient to live with credit and re- 
putation in the rank of a tradefman. 
Whereas the other with his poor ca- 
ital of 2ool. muft get a profit of at 
eaft 2ol. per cent, in order to have 
an income juft above the degree of 
a common journeyman. — Not to 
mention that men of fuperior capi- 
tals will always command the market 
in buying the raw materials at the 
beft hand, and command it alfo in 
another view, viz. by being able to 
give longer credit to their dealers 
and cuftomers.——-So much as to the 
reafoning part of the fubjeét: Let 
us now examine how fland the 
facts : 

The raifing of corn employs a 
confiderable number of hands, has 
various proceiles, takes up a great 
deal of time, and 1s attended with 

reat expence, If fo, pray where 
is corn the cheapeft ? Why corn is 
sailed as cheap in England as in Scot- 
land, if not cheaper. Moveover, 
though wages are very high in Hert- 
fordihire, as being in the neighbour- 
head of London, and the lands dear, 
and far -from being naturally good, 
yet the “price of good wheat is cer- 
tainly as cheap in Hertfordthire as in 
Wales, and fometimes much cheap- 
er; though the wages in Wales are 
low, the rents eafy, and the lands, 
in many places, fufficiently rich and 
fertile, and the land-tax extremely 
light, 

The raifing garden-ftuff, and all 
forts of produce fit for the kitchen, 
is another inftance ; for this likewife 
ls an expenfive and operofe aftair, 
requiring great fkill and judgment. 
But the price of garden-ftuff is pro- 
dizgioufly funk to what it was in for- 
mer times; and I much queftion 
whether any town of note in Scot- 
land can now vie with the common 
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markets of London in that refpeé. 
Certain it is that formerly, viz. about 
100 years ago, a cabbage would 
have coft 3d. in London, when Lon- 
don*was not near fo rich as it is now, 
which at prefent may be bought for 
an halfpenny. 

On the contrary, the railing both 
of finafl and large cattle is a more 
fimple affair, and doth not employ 


near fo many hands as the raifing of | 


corn or garden-ftuff: Theretore you 
will find that {mall and large cattle 
are much cheaper in poor countries 
than tn rich ones; and that the pro- 
duce of fuch cattle, for the fame 
reafon, viz. milk, wool, and hair, 
alfo the fleth, fkin, horns, and hides, 
are cheaper hkewife. 

Wood, or timber, is another in- 
{tance in point: For timber may be 
reckoned to be in a great degree the 
{pontaneous production of nature, 
and therefore timber ts always cheap- 
eft in a poor country. But what 
fhall we fay of fuch manufaClures of 
which timber 1s only the raw mate- 
rial? Are they. cheaper alfo?— 
This, I am fure, is much to be 
doubted ; efpecially in thofe inftan- 
ces where the manufacture is to pafs 
through feveral hands before it is 
compleated. Nay, were you go in- 
to a cabinet-maker’s fhop in London, 
and inquire evgn for comnyon articles, 
you wou!d not find that the fame ar- 
ticles, of equal neatnefs and good- 
nefs, could be bought in Scotland 
much cheaper, if fo cheap. More- 
over, as to fhip-building, than 
which nothing creates fo great a 
confumption of timber, pray how 
much cheaper is a fhip of any bur- 
den, viz 3 0r 400 tons, built at 
Leith or Glafgow, than in the yards 
bordering on the Thames? And are 
not fhips built at Sardam in Holland, 
where the neceffaries of life and 
wages cannot be cheap, and where 
not 2 flick of timber grows, are not 
they built as cheap there as in moft 
countrics whatever, even fuch coun- 
erics

tries as have the raw materials juft 
at their doors ? 

After fo much hath been faid on 
the fubject, it would be needlefs to 
have recourfe to the branch of me- 
tals tor fyrtt ner Uluftrations, were it 
not that there 1s fomethi ing fo very 
itriking | n their cafe, that it ou: ght 
not to be omitted. Tron ore, for ex- 
ample, is dug in Lancathtre, and 
frecuently feat, by fea-carriage, In- 
to the county of Argyle, there to be 
fic ‘tred, on account of the great 
pleaty and cheapnefs of wood and 
charcole. Now, when it it thus 
broueg ‘ into pigs and bars, the great 
queition is, What becomes ot it? 
Do you. find that any contiderable 
quantit) y remains in Scotland ? Or is 
the far greater part brought back 
again. in order to be fent into the 
manutacturing counties of E ngland ; 
— [he latter 1s indifputabl y the 


cafe, notwithitanding the expence of 


re-carriage; norwithftanding alfo 
that the collieries in Scotland could 
fupply as much coal as even about 
Birmingham or Shetheld, were coal 
the only article that was wanted. 
But, for all that, Shefield and Bir- 
min: sham are in poffetlion of the 
trade, and will ever keep it, unlets 
it be their own faults.

is then burthened with freight into 
[england ;—1t pays a heavy duty upon 
being landed here ; — is then carried, 
partly by water and partly by land, 
into the manufacturing counties :— 
Is there fabricated, — re-carried a- 
gain to the fea-fide, — there thipped 
off for Sweden Days a very liea- 
vv duty, as Englifh manufactures; 
—and yet aimoft every article of 
fuch manufactures, as hath pafled 
through two, three, or more ftages, 
before it was completed, 1% afforded 
fo cheap at the market of Stock- 
holm, that the Swedes have loft 
money in every attempt they have 
made to rival them. 

Judge now, therefore, what little 
caufe there is to fear that a poor 
country Can ever rival a rich one in 
the more operotfe, complicated, and 
expentive branches of a manufac- 
ture: Judge, alfo, whether a rich 
country can ever lofe its trade while 
it retains its induftry ; and confe- 
quently how abfurd muft every pro- 
ject be for fecuring or increafing this 
trade, which doth not tend to fecure 
or increafe the diligence and frugall- 
ty ot the people.

The war which the Danes carried 
on with the Algerines, is terminat- 
ed by a peace, as little to their ad. | 
vantage, as that was to their glory 
They confented to pay that viratiod 
ftate, 50,000 Alyerine~ fequins, 
which amount to near 25,000 pounds 
fterling, befides a large quantity of 
military and naval ftores. | 

ht undoubtecly will be a matter 
of aftoni{hment to future ages, that 
ata tune when the naval! force and 
commerce of Europe, are arrived i 
at an extent of greatnefs, unknown 
In any other period, or part of the 
world, fo many.powerful ftates, who 
are watchful of every opportunity 
of advantage to go to war with each 
other, fhould fubmit to the ignomi- 
ny of paying a fhameful tribute, to 
the paltry nefts of pirates, who ra- 
ther infeft than inhabit the Barbary 
coalts. 

The fate of the French parlia- 
ments feems to be finally decided, 
and the few remains of public li- 
berty that were preferved in thofe 
illuftrious bodies, are now no more. 
The people laughed and pafquinad- 
ed, and were fent to the Battile, and 
fo the affair paffed off. 

The ftand made by the princes of 
the blood in behalf of their country, 
and in oppofition to the arbitrary | 
power of the crown, did them great 
honour: but oppofition cannot be 
long-lived ina country, where ho- 
nours, emoluments, and even fecurt- 
ty, are wholly derived from the 
Kinz, and the vational vanity has 
made perfonal weight and import: 
tance to center folely in him. The 
princes accordingly became tired ot 
fruldefs oppofition to the King, who 
feemed greatly diftreffed by it, at 
cepted with intnite pleafure theo 
vertures they made tor an accom- 
wodation. In a word, if we fer 
oufly confider the mode of fupport- 
ing great Randmeyg armies, which be- 
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comes daily more prevalent, it will 
appear evidently, that nothing lets 
than a convulfion, that will thake 
the globe to its centre, can ever re- 
ftoge the European nations to that 
iberty, by which they were once fo 
much diftinguifhed. The weftern 
world was the feat of freedom, un- 
til another, more weftern, was dif- 
covered ; and that other will proba- 
blv be its afylum, when it is hunted 
down in every other part. Happy 
itis, that the worft of times, may 
have one refuge full left for hama- 
nity. 

Such have been, in general, the 
public tranfactions in Europe dur- 
ing the year of which we treat. The 
great fcarcity of provifions which 
has been fo deplorably felt in many 
parts of it during a fucceffion of 
years, has {till continued; and the 
diftreffes of the poor were in many 
places intolerable. In Norway, and 
feveral of the Swedtfh provinces, 
their calamities were fo great that 
they were reduced to the fad neceth- 
ty, of eating bread which was prin- 
cipally compofed of ground bark, 
with a fcanty proportion of meal. 
That other dreadful fcourge of pro- 
vidence, the peftilence, has happily 
ceafed in the Ruffian dominions, af. 
ter having {wept away above 60,000 
of the inhabitants. Bohemia, has 
ftill fuffered a greater lofs, from fome

dreadful diftempers,.as fatal, though 
perhaps not fo contagious, as the 
peau and which feem to have 
een the offspring of famine. 
Pofterity will be at a lofs which 
to admire moft, the great power of 
Ruflia, or the magnificence of its 
Emprefs, when they are informed 
that inthe courfe of fo long, fo ex- 
penfive, and fo widely extended a 
war, her expences, whether in re- 
wards to her generals and ctflicers, 
in prefents to learned men, in the 


encouragement of arts, or in the . 


purchafe of libraries, flatues, pic- 
tures, antiques, and jewels infinitely 
exceed thofe of any late or prefent 
European prince, except Lewis the 
Fourteenth. Among many inttances 
of this nature which might be given, 
a diamond of an enormous fize which 
fhe purchafed this year may be fuf- 
ficient. ‘This diamond which weighs 
759 carats, was brought fome years 
ago by a Greek gentleman from If- 
pahan to Holland, and depofited for 
fecurity in the Bank, till he could 
meet with a purchafer; the great- 
nefs of the price would have made 
this dificult, if the Emprefs of Ruf- 
fia had not exifted. She has paid 
upwards of 100,000]. fterling for it, 
befides fettling a penfion for life of 
4000 rubles upon the gentleman; 
which amounts to little lefs than a 
thoufand pounds fterling a year.

Ondibert King of the Lom- 
bards, being attacked by his 
brother Partharis, invited Grimoal- 
dus, Duke of Benevento, to his affift- 
ance. He accordingly joined Gon- 
dibert, and Partharis was totally de- 
feated. Fired with the profpe@t of 
greatnefs, Grimoaldus now turned 
his arms againtt his friend Gondthert, 
flew hin in battle, and feated him- 
felf on the throne of Lombardy. 
Partharis after his defeat retired 
to the Court of Cacanus, Duke 
kebruary, 774. 


of Bavaria, and craved the pro- 
teCtion of that Prince. Grimoaidus, 
whofe jealoufy was encreafed with 
his power, infifted that Cacanus 
fhould not fuffer Parthatis to refide 
in his dominions. The Duke of Ba- 
varia, who feared the power of Gri- 
moaldus, was obliged to fubmit, and 
the wretched Partharis, not knowing 
whither to fly for fafety, determined 
to throw himfelf at the feet of Gri- 
moaldus, and fubmit to his clemen- 
cy. He accordingly repaised tothe 
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court of Lombardy, and was receiv- 
ed with alj the external appearances 
of refpect and efteein. But, the Mo- 
narch perceiving vat numbers of 
Lombards to flock about him datly, 
he feared he would {oon attempt to 
recover the kingdom,  Regardlefs 
therefore of the rights of hotpitality, 
and the affurances he had given Par- 
tharis o| protetion, he determined to 
take away his life; and, in order to 
perform the work of darknefs without 
exciting any tumult, he propoted to 
make kun drunk, and in that condt- 
tion put anend to hislife. Partharis, 
Hiformied of the defign, drank only 
water at the feaft prepared for this 
diabolical purpofe. But, in order to 
deceive the King of Lombardy, he 
cauied hts fervants tocarry him to his 
chamber as ina ftate of inebriation. 
Being now free from all reftraint, he 
contulted his faithful fervant Hunnul- 
phus, what method ought to be pur- 
fued in thisdangerous crifis ; he knew 
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the door of his apartment was ftridt- 
ly guarded, fo that it would be im. 
poflible for him to efcape, as he was 
well known tothe foldiers. Hunnul. 
phus thereiore dreffed bis matter in | 
the habit of a pealant, laid a large 
bear’s fkin over his head and fhoul- 
gers, and Upon thata mattrats, fo 
that he appeared to be a porter. In 
this difzuife Hunnulphus drove him 
out of the chamber with a cudgel, 
giving him feveral fmart blows. The 
foldiers, deccived by this artifice, 
fuffered him to pals; and, atrended 
only by one fervant, he fled into 
France. Some hours after Giimoal- 
dus entered to fee the horrid deed per- 
formed, but found the victim of his 
jealoufv was fled. Hunnulphus told 
him the truth, and offered his own 
bofom tojis poniard. But Grimoal- 
dus, {truck with fo remarkable an in- 
{tance of fidelity, not only pardoned 
him, but heaped upon him rewards 
equal to his virtue. 


Amazing Inflances of IntTREPIDITY in a Body of Trith. 


F’'TER the Battle of Clontarf, * 
A the Irtth army feparated; the 
forces of Connaught departing by 
the neareft road to their own coun- 
try, whilit the Momonians returned, 
wnder the command of Donogh, one 
Oo: the furviving fons of Brian; but 
as they were proceeding on their 
march, the difpute concerning the 
alternate fucceflion ordained by Olliol 
Olum, was again revived between 
the tribe of Dalyais and the Eugeni- 
ans. — The princes of the latter race 
now feparated their forces from thole 
ot the former, and fent a meilage 'O 
Donogh (who till then had led ail the 
troops of Muntter) laying clan to 
the crown of that province on the 
principle above-mentioned, which 
they. thought reafon fufbcent for 
them to demand of the fon of Brian, 
at this critical time, a formal renun- 
ciation of his right of fuccelfion in

that province, for which they ex- 
pected hoftages to be given, alledg- 
ing that his father and uncle had vio- 
lated the ordinance of their great an- 
ceftor, by fucceeding each other, in- 
ftead of obferving the alternate claim 

of the Eugenian tamily, ‘ 
To this meffage Donogh replied 
with great firmnefs, That the fub- 
tniifion paid to hts uncle and father 
was only extorted by force, and that 
they had attained the fovereignty 
of their province rather by their va- 
lour in taking tt out of the hands 
of the Danes, than by any eftablith- 
ed law. And he farther added 
with great contempt, That they 
might be fure he would keep what 
came to him by defcent, and what 
they never durft have difputed his 
claim to, if they had not takena 
mean advantage of the fituation of 
his affairs; tor that if the brave a. 
he 
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he commanded had not fuffered fo 
much at Clontarf, intlead of giving 
holtages tor his renunciation of the 
crown ot Muntter, he would: have 
chaftifed therm for their difobedience 
in making fo bold a demand, and 
would have obliged them to give hof- 
tages for theirloyalty, and better be- 

haviour for the future. Atrer he had 
difpatched the meffenger with this 
an{wer, he made his troops acquaint- 
ed with the whole proceeding, who 

highly approved his conduct, and im- 

mediately ran toarms. But as there 
were numbers of fick and wounded 

among. them, it was firft refolved 

that thefe fhould be lodged for fecu- 

rityio a fort ata Inttle dittance, with 

a fufhcient guard, whie the reft, 
might engage the EMugenians, whe 
were full three times theip pimiber. 

— But to this the fick and wounded 

could by no means be prevatied upon 

to agree: they were all determined 

not to be feparated from their beloved 

general and their brave companions 

of the war, therefore tenting their 

wounds with mofs, they began to 

brandiih their weapons, and prepare 

for the fizht; a circumfiance which 

truck the enemy with fo much ter- 

ror and aftonifhment, thar they in- 

flantly withdrew their forces, and 

lutfered Donogh with his tribe of the 

Dalgais to purfue their way home 

unmoletted. 

But in their route this valiant tribe 
met another obftacle of the fame na- 
ture, from the oppofition that they 
were threatened wiih by Mac Gilly 
Patrick, king ot Offory, who prefum- 
ed to rafule them. in their dittrets, un- 
der the pretence of demanding hofta- 
ges that they would commit no out- 
rages, before he let them march 
through his territories ; which if they 
retufed; he declared he would meet 
them in the field. — It feems the whole 
infent of this proceeding was not real- 
ly to fecure.the fafety or property of 
his fubjeéts, but rather to provoke 
Donogh to engage in an unequal fight, 
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as this mean prince kept in remem? 
brance fome inconveniencies his fami* 
ly had fuftained from Brian, who had 
niade his. father prifoner, and flain 
many of his fubjects. Seeing there- 
fore how much Donogh’s torce was 
reduced fince the battle of Clontarf, 
he refolved to take advantage of the 
fituation of the Dalgais, whom he 
now confidered as unable to refit his 
arms. ~~ But Donogh, knowing the 
bravery of the hardy. veterans he 
commanded, anfwered the mefienger, 
That he was furprized at his batenefs 
in thus taking advantage of Ins dif- 
trefs; and that he efteemed it as-a 
great misfortune to be thus infulted 
by aman whom he had ever delpited ; 
but. that, notwithttanding the king 
6f Offory had been bate enouga.to 
bid him defiance, ata time. whea-his 
troops were wearied by a long joure 
ney, yet he would accept the chal- 
lenge. —~ ‘Ihe herald, hearing Do- 

nogh talk in fuch terms, took upon 
him to reprefent to the prince the im- 
prudence of his refolution, confider- 
ing the inequality between the twa. 
armies; but he was told,that he ought 
not to interfere, and that if the law _ 
of nations had not preferved his per- 

fon inviolate, he fhould have had 
his tongue cut out for his infolence. 
Donogh then difmiffed him from his 
prefence with a firict command to 
tell his matter, that he would fight 
bim as long as he had a fingle man 
left to fupport his caufe. 

Having returned this f{pirited an- 
fwer to the king of OiTory, Donogh 
again propofed to his men the fepa- 
rating the fick and wounded from the 
army; but thefe again refufed it, 
holding a friendly and affecting con- 
te(t with their general, and begged 
moft earneftly that they might be al- 
lowed to fhare the honour or the 
ruin of the day, and to triumph or 
die with their companions. It was 


in vain that the prince reprefented to 
them their inability to fuftain the 
charge, and even the incumbrance 
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they would be to the found and heal- 
= troops. As to the firft argu- 
ment, they declared themfelves re- 
folved on victory or death ; and to ob- 
viate the fecond, they propofed a 
method {carcely to be paralleled tn 
hittory, which was that of driving a 
fufficient number of ftakes into the 


earth, to which the wounded who 


were fearecly able to ftand fhould 
be tied, with an effe€tive man on el- 
ther hand: — By this fcheme thefe 
fatigued and mangled foldiers, hav- 
ing their arms at liberty, might then 
forma kind of rampart a: sainft the 
enemy, on one hand, whiltt, on the 
other, they would mark the ground, 
from which the reft of the army would 
be afhamed to recede, as their retreat 
from thence mutt prove certain de- 
ftruction to their brave difabled com- 
panions. 

Having overcome their general in 
this tender {trugyle, he caufed them 
to be put in battle array; and thefe 
more than heroes were jult going to be 
placed according to their defire; 
when the king of Offory’s troops came 
in fight, who with aftoniihment bes 
held the flrong preparation for the 
engagement. Hut no fooner did they 
perceive what end it-was intended to

nuniber of viétories he had obtained, 
and the great advantages he had pro- 
cured to his country ; they fuppofed 
he was no longer capable of hearing 
their praifes ; the hand of death they 
thought had put a period to his exift- 
ence: 
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ence: They were miftaken : Pericles 
heard their difcourfe, and, interrupt- 
ing thems, faid, ‘ I wonder you cele- 
brate thofe actions, in which fortune 
challenges the greater part. and which 
are common to other Generals ; while 
you pafs over in filence an action grert. 
erand more excellent than them all; 
| mean, that none of my fellow citi- 
zens have ever, on my account, ap- 
eared in moufning.’ 

Richard 1]. though impetuous in 
war, and extravagantly fond of mili- 
tary glory, was, at the fame time, 
open, frank, generous, and fincere. 
He knew how to pardon an enemy, 
and, in his calmer moments, would 
liften to the voice of reafon and the 
dictates of humanity. 

Vidomar, Vifcount of Limoges, 
one of Richard’s vafials, having found 
atreafure, fent part of itas a prefent 
to that Prince. Richard, as fuperi- 
or Lord of the foil, demanded the 
whole, and, at the head of a party 
of his forces, befieged the Vifcount 
in the caftle of Chalus. Advancing 
one morning to view the works, Ber- 
trand de Gourdon, one of the arch~ 
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ers, took aim at him witha erofs- 
bow, and pierced his fheulder with 
anarrow. The cattle:was foon af- 
ter taken, and Gourdon was made 
prifoner. 

The wound at firft was trifling, 
but, by the unfkilfulnefs of the fur- 
geon, a gangrene entued, and the 
Prince was fenfible his lite was draw- 
ing toa period. He fent for Gour- 
don, and afked him what he had done 
to induce-him to feek his life ?.* What 
have you done to me? replied the 
prifoner coolly, You killed, with your 
own hands, my father and my twe 
brothers, and you would have hang- 
ed myfelf; 1am now in your power, 
and you may take your revenge, by 
inflicting on me the fevereft tor- 
ments. I fhall endure them all with 
pleafure, provided I can think, that 
with my own hands [ have rid the 
world of fuch a nuifance.’ 

Struck with the reafonablenefs of 
this reply, and humbled by the 
approach of death, Richard ordered 
Gourdon to be fet at liberty, and 
gave him a very confiderable fum of 
money.

li is the vulgar opinion, that a 
throne is the pinnacle of human 
happinefs. This miftaken notion is 
fo univerfally adopted, that, inorder 
to exprefs a fupreme degree of felici- 
ty, itis ufual to fay, ‘ that fuch a one 
is as happy asa Prince” But this 
proverbial expreffion has its root in 
error, The circle of a crown encom- 
paffes a round of cares. Kings mutt 
either know lefs than men in come 
mon, or feel more. If they want 
underftanding to rule of themfelves, 
they are liable to fuffer for the mif- 
conduét of ill chofen favourites: If 
they have abilities and refolution to 
think and a@t without controul, their 
cares muft increafe in proportion to 
their talents and aétivity. The feat 
of Majefty, though fplendid, is tot-

tering; and the cufhion of Royalty, 
which looks foft to the eye, is ftuffed 
with thorns. Kings are alike in dan- 
ger both from friends and foes; and 
the flattery of the one is often as fa- 
tal as the malice of the other.  [f re- 
gal power is:bfolute, its extent con- 
tributes totheir infecurity ; if ir 4s li- 
mited, the reftriction is atrended with 
anxiety. An arbitrary Monarch isa

As they have no equals, they are 
ftrangers to focial pleafures, of which 
the true relifh depends on as near an 

equality of ftation, and other circum- 
flances, as mav be. 

The diftance between King and 
fabje& forbids the joys of fociety. 
Each aéts the part which his rank, 
and not nature, prefcribes. Cour's 
are the {chonls of lying and hypocr'- 
fy. There Kings are taught to {mile 
without a fenfe of pleature, and 
Courtiers are mnftru@ed to kneel to 
thofe for whom they have no real 
refpect. Bur, if they have dticern- 
ment, neither the King’s afiability 
will impofe upon the Courtier, nor 
the Courtier’ 5 homage deceive the 
King. He muft be a vain man and 
a weak Monarch who does not know 
that the pliant knee bends to his of- 
fice, not toto his perfon; and he 
muft be a thallow Courtier not to per- 
ceive that the whole throng fhare his 
Prince’s firites in common with him- 
felf, 

Ie is the misfortune of Kings fel- 
dom to bear.the truth, which greatly 
aggravates their intelicitv, ana often 
renders approaching misfortunes un- 
avoidable. “Such ({fays Gordon in his 
preliminary difcourfes to his Trantla- 
iam of Tacitus) is the

As the people dare not 
complain of the abutes of their go- 
vermment, they are toreed to brood 
over their grievances tn filence, till, 
finding no remedy, detpair proipts 
them to free rhenielves trom the ly. 
ranny of the King by the deitruction 
of the man. 

The more, fays the Writer above 
quoted, men exprets of their hate 
and refentment, pe rh: aps the lefs they 
retain, and fometimes they vent the 
whole that way; bur theie paffions, 
where they are tmothered, wilt he 
apt to fetter, to grow venemous, and 
to diicharge themfeives by a more 
dangerous organ than the mouth, 
even by, an ‘armed and vindictive 
hand. 

Perhaps the reafon why, tn arbt- 
trary Conftitutions, the blow is al- 
ways ayned atthe King, ts. betaufe 
i fuch States, all the viftble orders 
£ Government are centered in. the 
Sovereign’ perton. Therefore as 
there is no other jegiflative branch, 
no other diftine eftare. which may 
balance and .cownteract his power, 
his rai is the onty means of redrefs. 
But, if liniited Monarchs havea bet- 
we are nol 
therefore to conclude that éven they 
enjoy felicity. Kings, of all men, 
rave the leatt prolpect. of happl- 
nets. Their greatnets, which feols 
are apt toenvy, is an infyperadie 


bar. And, if we fuppofe their pleas

-ER MOD, king of Leinfter, 
having conceived a violent paf- 
fion for the wife of Tighernan 
O’Rourk, king of Breffney, held fe- 
cret correfpondence with her, and 
taking advantage of her hufband’s 
abfence, found means to carry her 
off with ber own confent, 
W hen O'Rourk, at bis return, was 


-informed of this treachery, he im- 


mediately applied to the monarch of 
Ireland, who, together with the 
forces of Meath and Offory, invaded 
the dom:nions of Deérmod, where 
they were joined by a number of 
malcontents whom his government 
had difguited, Such a force as this 
being too great for him to withftand, 
trembling at the ftorm which was 
ready to burft over his head, and 
finding his chiefs and nobles all in- 
clined to defert his caufe, he refolv- 
ed to retire into fome foreign coun- 
try, there to procure, it poflible, 
that ard which his fubjeéts would 
not afford him ; and to return at the 
head of an army, in order to punith 
their detection. Thus determined, 
he firft patfed over to Briffol, and 
from thence to France, in order to 
implore the Kenglith king’s affittance. 

Henry li. the fon of the emprefs 
Matilda, then reigned over England, 
a prince of a great and enterprifing 
fpirtt. He was in Aquitaine, when 
Dermod. king of Leinfler repaired 
to him, imploring, in the character 
of a diftreifed fovereign, his royal 
aid againit his rebellious fub,eéts, by 
which alone he could hope to be re- 
initated in his kingdom. No- 
thing could be more welcome to the 
king of England than fuch an appli- 
cation; but he concealed his joy, 
and was very cautious how he grant- 
ed Dermod’s requeft Yet this cau- 
tion did not arife from any examinas 
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tion into the rcrits of the caufe, 
but rather froth a defire of tryin 

what advantage might be hoped 
from interfering in this quarrel before 
he abfolutely engaged himfelf and 
his people tn a war with the Tritt 
nation. For this purpofe, having 
received an oath of fealty from Der. 
mod, whq engaged to hold his do- 
minions as a fief from the crown of 
England, inftead of rarfing an army 
directly for the intended Irith expe- 
dition, the wary monarch gave him 
letters patent indited in the follow- 
ing manner: ——~‘* Henry, king of 
England, duke of Normandy and 
Aquitaine, and earl of Anjou, to all 
his liegemen, Englifh, Norman, 
Welch, and Scotch, and to ail the 
nations under his dominion greeting. 
— When thele letters fhall come to. 
your hands, know ye that we have 
received Dermod prince of Leintter, 
into the bofom of our grace and be- 
nevolence; wherefore, whofoever By 
in the ample extent of all our tertt 
tories, fhall be willing to affift in re. Be 
ftoring that prince, as our vaffal and | 
liegeman, let fuch perfons know that 
we do hereby grant to him our It 
cence and favour for the {aid under- 
taking.” —— 

Thefe ‘etters being expedited, 
Dermod returned to England, and 
fixed his refidence at Briftol, waiting 
only till he could collet, by virtue 
of the patent, fufficient fuccours to 
enable him to return to Ireland. And 
it was foine time before he faw any 
profpect of fuccefs;— probably he 
had waited much longer, had 0 
Richard Clere, earl of Pembroke, 
furnamed Strongbow, come iaro bis 
interefts, and embarked ia his-cault, 
ona promife Dermod suade- himys

now advancing faft upon them with 
his forces, but was prevailed upon 
to enter into a negociation, even af- 
ter he had difpoted all things for the 
attack, and a treaty was accordingly 
made by the terms of which it was 
agreed That Dermod fhould be 
reftored to is kingdom of Leintter, 
which he was to hold under fealty 
to Roderick, as monarch of Treland ; 
and, in return he promfed to call 
over no more foreigners into the 
ifland,. by a fecret article, alfo ttipu- 
lating to get rid of thofe, who were 
already with him, as foon as he 
thould be peaceably fettled in his 
poifetlions. 

But Maurice Fitz-Gerald, foon af- 
ter landing at Wexford with ten 
knights and about one hundred and 
thirty horfemen and archers, Der- 
mod, without paying any regard to 
what had paffed between the mo- 
narch and himfelf, received this new 
ally with great joy, and again com- 
menced hoililitres. 

He then by the advice of Fitz- 
Stephen and Fitz-Gerald, wrote to 
the ear! of Pembroke, pretling him 
to bring over now (in the autumn) 
thofe terces which he had promifed 
toland in the fpring ; at the fame 
time mforming him of his good fuc- 
cefs, and intimating that if he would 
come over {peedily, the conquett of 
all Ireland was not a bufinefs too great 
for them, in confort, to attempt. 

The carl received this letter with 
great pleafure; but conceiving that 
what had been done already was ra- 
ther flreiching the power granted 
in king Henry’s patent, béfore he 
embarked tor lreland, he went to 
forumandy, where he fought out 
teat prince, and afked his permiffien 
to accept the invitation that Dermod 
Lad offered him. ‘Yo this requett

When the earl had completed his 
levies in South-Wales, he led his 
men to Milford Haven, where, when 
he was juit ready to embark them, 
he received a pofitive order from 


king Henry to go no farther. But, oe 
animated with the hopes of atchiey- & 


ing honour, and gaining great ac- 
quifitons, Strongbow flighted the 
order, and proceeding on his voyage, 
lanééd on the twenty-third of Au- 
guft near Waterford, without op- 
ofition, 


‘The earl allowed his troops but a | 


day’s refrefhiment before he attacked 
the town without waiting for Der- 
mod’s joining him, being willing to 


have all the honour of fuch an en- & 





terprize enurely to himfelf, He 
took it by ftorm, and when the 
ftreets were filled with blood and 
laughter, the Danes retreating to 
a {trong tower, the earl took that 
alfo, and made Reginald, the Danifh 
governor, prifoner. After this ex- 
ploit, (Dermod, Fitz-Stephen, and 
their troops arriving,) he claimed 
the King’s promife, efpoufed his 
daughter Eva that very day, and the 
night was {pent in feftivity and re- 
joicing, though the morning had 
opened with icenes of war and blood- 
fhed. — Thus Dermod kept his 
word with Strongbow; and this is 
one of the foundations of the ciain of 
the Englifh kings to the dominion of 
Ireland, the earl having afterwards 
refigned his pretenfions in that ifland 
to his fovereign. 

Dermod, in conjunétion with his 
allies, took Dublin, which was plun- 
dered and the inhabitants maffacred; 
after which they laid waite the ter- 
ritory of Meath, and expelled the 

ince of Offory and other chiefs 
from theirlands, carrying terror and 
difmay wherever they went. 

About this tine, Henry who was 
uch 
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1774: 
much offended at Strongbow’s con- 
rempt of his royal orders. and ftill 
more jealous of his conquetts in [re- 
land, publifhed an edict forbidding 
the Englifh to carry on any com- 
merce with that ifland, and more- 
over ordering all his fubjects who 
had reforted thither, to return to 
their native countrv by the enfuing 
after, on pain of perpetual baniih- 
mert, and confifcation of all their 
effects. 

The earl being much difconcerted 
at this event difpatched a mefienger 
to that monarch, who was then tn 
Normandy, with a fubmillive letter, 
which concluded thus : 

“ Whatfoever the favour of For- 
tune may have beftowed on me, of 
the patrimony of Dermod or any 
other, as I owe it entirely to your 
royal munificence, fo fhall it all re- 
turn to you and be difpofed of ac- 
cording to your abfolute will and 
pleafure.” 

In the interim Dermod made ano- 
ther expedition into O’Rourk’s coun- 
try, inattempting to ftorm whofe 
camp he was repulfed with lofs and 
difgrace and returned to Leinfter 
leaving his friend Donald O’Melachlin 
to oppofe O’Rourk, whom the Jatter 
quickly drove cut of the province. 

In the midft of this war, kindled 
hy his own ungoverned paflion, died 
this Dermod, king of Leinfter, who 
atter having made ufe of the moft 
unjuftihable methods of obtaining the 
fupreme dominion of Ireland, was 
obliged to leave his projec unfinifh- 
ed, having executed juft fo much of 
it as rendered his memory odious to 
a!l good men, and contributed to the 
final overthrow of a kingdom which 
had latted for many ages, and had 
repelled very formidable invafions. 

On Dermod’s deceafe, the earl of 
Pembroke immediately took poffef- 
fion of his private eftate, and of the 
government of Leinfter, and march- 
ed immediately to Dublin, in order 
fo get his ttle recognized ; but he 
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now found a great falling off among 
the Irith chiefs, fcarcely any of 
whom chofe to acknowledge or affitt 
him, which the monarch perceiving, 
quickly levied a great force, and be- 
fieged himin Dublin. — In the mean 
while, Fitz-Stenhen, governor of 
Wexford, having greatly weakened 
his garrifon by cetaching troops to 
his affiftanc, the lrith took the fort; 
and having flain many of his foldiers, 
made Fitz-Srephen himfelf prifoner. 

And now Dublin was invefted by 
fea and land; for the chief of the 
ile of Man, by Roderick’s folicitati- 


on, blocked up the harbour, andthe 


conquerors, in their turn, began to 
be diftrefled, and offered to capitu- 
late, on condition that Strongbow 
fhould be permitted to hold Leintier 
asa feudartory tenure of Roderick, 
who in confequence of this fubnuih- 
on was to draw off his army and 
raife the fiege immediately. 

But the Jrith, being fluthed with 
the hopes of entirely exterpating the 
foreigners, refufed to grant thofe 
terms, and Roderick fent word to the 
earl by the archbifhop, whom he 
had employed to treat of the capitu- 
lation, That unlefs he would furren- 
der Dublin, Waterford, and Wex- 
ford, together with all his fortified 
caftles, and promife, on a day ap- 
pointed, to quit the tfland with all 
his men, he would tmmediately ftorm 
the city. This anfwer threw the 
whole affembly to confufion, who, 
on the one hand, were mortified to 
the laft degree with the thoughts of 
fubmitting to fuch terms, whilft, 
on the other, they could not but be 
terrified at the fate which feemed 
unpending over their heads, in cafe 
they fhould rejet them; for they 
had little mercy to expeét from the 
lvidh, if the city fhould be taken by 
affault, and perhaps they did not 
think there was much ffety ina re- 
liance upon their promiles, if Jaying 
down all their power, they fhould 
deliver themfelves entirely into their 
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hands ; and it was doing little lefs 
to give up the places which Rode- 
rick demanded. All the Englith 
were in this dilemma, when Miles 
Cogan, 2 man of great addrefs, who 
had been the chief inftrument in 
taking Dublin, exclatmed, ‘* We 
are a confiderable number of able 
men; our belt remedv is to makea 
fally, which ts leaft expected by the 
enemy; and | hope, by the good- 
nefs of God, that we fhall have the 
victory, or at leaft die with honour, 
and I defire that I may be the firft 
man to attack their quarters.’ 

This advice being approved of by 
the council of war, immediate or- 
ders were giv en for the chiefs to but 
their men in order, the whole num- 
ber amounting only to fix hundred. — 
Miles Cogan was appointed to lead 
the van, Raymond commanded the 
Centre, and the earl of Pembroke 
brought up the rear. Thus dif- 
pofed, they marched direétly to- 
wards the Irifh camp, which they 
attacked with fuch fury that the e- 
nemy, being quite unprepa ‘ed, quick- 
ly gave way, and were put to flishr, 
having 1So0 folders lain, and le: aving 
their camp, together w ith their bag- 
gape and provili sn behind them, to 
fhe difpofal of the conquerors, who 
loft (it is faid) but one man in the 
ation. ‘Thus was the fiege ratted

Accordingly, the earl repaired di- © 
rectly to England, and found Henry (© 
at Newenham in Gloucefterthire. At 
hr{t the king, who was highly in- 
cenfed at the contempt of his order, 
appeared quite irreconcileable, tll 
by the mediation of Hervey de 
Mountmaurice, he was prevailed up- 
on to adinit him into his prefence, and 
after a long conference, to receive F 
him again into favour, the following 
conditions being then ftipulated be- 
tween them: — That the earl ihould 
renew his homage to his liege-lord, 
and furrender to him, in full and ab- 




























with the cantrds adjoining, as well 
as all the other fea-port towns, with 
the caftles and fortreffes, which he 
poffeffed in that country; the rett 
of nis acquifitions there, remaining 
to him-and his heirs, under homage 
and fealty to the crown of England, 
And at the fame time the king + 
greed to reftore to that nobleman | 
thofe eftates of his, which had been 
ferzed upon as forfeited, in England. 
After this Henry and the earl went 
together to Pembroke, while {hips 
were getting ready in order to tranl- 
port an army into Treland, which the 
former had fet on foot even before 
the arrival of the latter in England. § 
While thefe preparations wert 
making in England and Wales, 
O’Rourk, king of Breffny, haftiiv 


collected together a numerous army 
g! 
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of Irith, with which he ventured to 
affault Dublin ; but while they were 
rufhing on ina furious and ¢ jiterder- 
ly manner, to ftorm the city, Miles 
Cogan fallied out at the head of a 
(mall troop of veterans, and charged 
them with great impetuofity, fo that 
thefe new levies, not being able to 
ftandthe fhock, were quickly routed 
with great flaughter, and O’Rourk’s 
fon, a valiant young prince, was a- 
mong the flain, — This attack muf- 
carrying, we hear of no material at- 
tempts of the Irifh, nor any farther 
hottilities committed againft the [in- 
glith in Leintter ; all being quiet till 
the arrival of king Henry at Water- 
ford, who landing five hundred 
knights, and a confiderable body of 
arthers, from above four hundred 
fhips, at once decided the fate of the 
ifland. 

To this prince the citizens of Wex- 
ford brought their prifoner Fitz-Ste- 
phen, as a criminal who, without 
the orders of his fovereign, had dif- 
turbed the peace which had exitt- 
ed between England and Ireland for 
many centuries. Henry received 
them with the greateft kindnefs, and 
very artfully reprimanded and terri- 
bly menaced the accufed for ‘his pre- 
fumption in daring to act fo ratha 
part; and, whether it were that 
Fitz-Stephen thought that his maf- 
ter’s anger was feigned, or that he 
was con{cious of having exceeded the 
limitation of the letters patent, he 
never mentioned thofe letters in his 
defence, but as if he entirely fub- 


mitted his caufe to the judgment of 


his fovereign, fuffered his accufers 
to enjoy their triumph, himfelf be- 
ing fent away loaded with chains, 
and ordered to be kept clofe prifoner, 
till he fhould anfwer for his muifde- 
meanours. 

Henry proceeding — Water- 
ford to Cathell, was met on the 
banks of the river Suir, re Donald 
O'Brian, king of Limerick, who 


there fwore fealty to him, and agreed 
to pay tribute, as likewife aid the 
prince of Offory, and the chiefs of 
the fouthern divifion of Ireland. 
From thence returning to Water- 
ford, he fuffered himfelf to be pre- 
vailed on to fet Fitz-Stephen at liber- 
ty, but took from him Wextord, as 
being a feaport town, and annexed 
it to his own royal demefne. 

Afterwards the king marched to 
Dublin, where it is faid that he was 
joyfully received by the citizens, 
whofe trade depended much upon 
their connexion with England, and 
who p probably would have recety- 
ed the firft fettlers with hofpita- 
lity, if they had’ yot approached 
their city in a hottile manner, in or | 
der to fupport the claim of a tyrant, 
who was hated even by his own fub- 
jeéts.—But Henry charmed them 
with his moderation, by which 
means he appeared rather as a 
friend than a conqueror to thofe un- 
happy citizens who had fuflered f 
much by the depredations of his fub- 
jects. Hither came O’Rourk, 
and manv princes of the north of 
Ireland, who {wore fealty to him as 
the-reft had done. Roderick O’Con- 
nor, king of Connaught, and mo- 
narchof ireland, was the latt who 
made his fubmiffion, as being un- 
willing to yield up his fovereign 
power to a foreign potentate ; yet, 
at length, he was likewife perfuaded 
to come in and met Hugh de Lacey 
and William Fitz-Aldelm, who were 
commiflioned to fettle the tribute 
he was to pay,and to receive his al- 
legiance. ——— 

Thus was the whole counrry 
brought under fubje€tion to Henry, 
without his fhedding a drop. of 
blood, which was partly owing to 
theextraordinary juncture of Circum- 
ftances that militated for him, and 
partly to the invincible valour of 
Strong ow and his adherents, 
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HE tea exported to America 
by the Katt India Company, 
mn purfvance of an ect of parliament 
paft laft fetlions, has already produ- 
ced a ferment throughout that con- 
tinent, and ts likely to be attended 
with more alarming coafequences.

New-York, Dec. +. Te having 
been reported that the Hon, Henry 
White, 


and Mr. Benjamin Booth, were ap- 


pointed Comanihoners for the fale | 


of tea, intended to be fent to this 
colony by the Eaft-India Company; 
a number of the inhabitants of the 
city met at the houfe of Capt, Tho- 
mas Doran, on the 25th of Nov. 
lait, and appointed a committee to 
wait on thote gentlemen, and defire 
to know of them, whether, if they 
were appointed, they would aét on 
the faid commiflion or not? The 
Committee waited on them aceord- 
ingly, and received the following 
aniwer : 

‘* Gentlemen, At prefent we 
have received no appointment from 
the Eaft-India Company, nor any 
certain imformation on what terms 
the tea is to come out to this colo- 
ny When it arrives (tf addreffed 
to us), the community thall be ac- 
quainted with the conditions on 
which it isfent. Should the tea be 
hipped liable to the American duty, 
we believe it ts againfl the fenti- 
ments of the inhabtrants. that it 
fhould be fold by us, or any other 
perfon, and theretore we cannot ex- 
cute the commiilion ; nor fhall in any 
refpect act therein, contrary to the 
general fente of our tellow citizens.” 

On the arrival of the packer, rhe 
30th of November, the taid gentle- 
men having received certain advice 
of. their appointment, at another 
meeting, a committee was again 
Chofen to wait on them, and celire 
their 


February, 
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1774: 
their pofitive anfwer to the quettions 
before propoled ; to which they 
ave the following anfwer, which 
‘ris not doubted will be fatisfactory 
tothe public, viz. 

« The agents fince find, that the 
tea will come liable to the Ameri- 
can duty; and agreeable to their 
former promife, have declined re- 
ceiving and felling it under that pre- 
dicament. 

Ba/fton, Dec. 20. On Tuefday 
lattthe body of the people of this 
and all the adjacent towns, and o- 
thers from the diltance of 20 miles, 
aflembled at &he the Old South 
Meeting-houfe, to enquire the rea- 
fon of the delay in fending the thip 
Dartmouth, with the Eaft-India 
tea, back to London; and having 
found that the owner had not tak- 
en the neceflary fteps for that pur- 
pole, they enjoined him at his peril 
to demand of the Colle@tor of the 
Cuftoms a clearance for the fhip, 
and appointed a committee of 10 
to fee it performed; after which 
they adjourned to the Thurfday fol- 
lowing, ten o'clock, They then 
met, and being informed by Mr. 
Rotch, that clearance was refufed 
him, they enjoined him to enter a 
proteit, and apply to the Governor 
fora paflporet by the caftle, and ad- 
journed again till three o’clock the 
lame day. At which time they a- 
gain net, and after waiting tll near 
fun-fet, Mr. Rotch came in and in- 
formed them, that he had accord- 
ingly entered his protelt, and waited 
on the Governor for a pafs, but his 
Excellency told hia he could not, 
confiitent with his duty, grant ‘it 
untt! his veilel was qualifed. The 
people, finding all their efforts to 
prelerve che property of the Eatt- 
India Company, and retnrn it fafely 
to London, fruttrated by the tea 
confignees, the Collector of the 
Cuitoms, and the Governor of the 
province, diffolved their meeting. 


But, behold what followed! a 
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number of refolute men (dreffed like 
Mohawks or Indians), determined 
to do all in their power to fave their 
country from* the ruin which theic 
eneintes had plotted, in lefs than 
four hours emptied every chett of tea 
on board the three fhips, commanded 
by the Captains Hall, Bruce, and 
Coffin, amounting to 342 chetts, into 
the fea,without the leatt damage done 
tothe fhips or any other property. 
The mafters and owners are well 
pleafed that their fhips are thus 
cleared, and the people are almott 
univerfally congratulating each other 
on this happy event. 

Capt. Loring, in a brig from 
London for this place, having 58 
chefts of che detetted tea on board, 
was caft afhore on the back of Cape 
Cod laft Friday fe’nnight. "Lis ex- 
pected the Cape Indians will give 
us a good-account of the tea againft 
Our next. 

We are pofitively informed, that 
the patriotic inhabitants of Lexing- 
ton, at a late meeting, unanimoufly 
refolved againft the ufe of bohea 
tea of all forts, Dutch or Englith 
importation; and, to manifeft the 
fincerity of their refolution, they 
brought together every ounce con- 
tained in the town, and committed 
it to one common bonfire. 

Charles-Town, South Carolina, 
Nov. 20. The tea affair makes 
great noife here, but nothing is yet 
done; it will be prevented landing, 
without doubr. 

An inflammatory hand bill was a 
few days ago diltributed in Philadel- 
phia, addrefled to the Delaware 
pilots, informing them, that a fhip 
loaded with tea was on her way to 
that port, being fent out for the 
purpofe of enflaving and poifoning 
all the Americans; and, as the can- 
not be brought to anchor before that 
city without their affiftance, ex- 
horting them to prevent her arrival ; 
they cannot be at a lofts how to act. 
As they have proved {courges to 
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evil doers, it is predicted of the pi- 
Jors, that they will give a faithful 
and fatisfa€tory account of the tea 
fhip, if they fhould mcet with her. 
la this hand-bill they fay, ‘** It ts 
clear, that, if the Americans buy 
any of this tea, they mutt pay the 
Parliament’s duty, and acknowledge 
their right to tax us as often and as 
high as they think proper, than 
which nothing can be more difgrace- 
fu! and injurious to a free people.” 
New-York, Dec 6, ‘The following 
notice has been ditperled about this 
city: ** Whereas our nation have 
lately been tntormed, that the fer- 
ters which have been forged for us 
by Great-Bricain, are hourly ex- 
pected to airive in a certain fhip, 
belonging to, or chartered by, the 
Eatt-lacia Company: We do, there- 
fore, declare, that we are deter- 
mined not to be enflaved by any 
power on earth; and that whoto- 
ever fhall aid or aber fo infamous a 
defign, or fhall prefume to let their 
ftore or fiores tor the reception of 
the internal chains, may depend up- 
on it, that we are prepared, and 
fhall not fail to pay them an un- 
welcome vifit, in which they fhall 
be treated as they deferve, by 
Nov. 29,1773. Tur Monawkes.” 
Philadelphia, Dec. 27. Ata pub- 
lic meeting of the inhabitants held 
at the State Houfe on the 18th of 
October, the fenfe of the city was 
expreiled in the following refolves: 
‘y. That the ditpotal ot their own 


property js the inherent right of 


freemen; that there can be no pro- 
perty in that waich another can of 
right take trom us without our con- 
fent; that the claim of Parliament 
to tax America ts, in other words, 
a claim of right to levy contributi- 
Ons Gn us at pleature.

4. That it is the duty of every 


American to oppole this attempt. 

5. [Dhata committee be immedi- 
ately chofen to wait on thofe gen- 
tlemen, who, itis reported, are ap. 
pointed by the Eaft India Company 
to receive and fell the faid tea, and 
requeft them from agegard to their 
own character, and the peace and 
good order of the city and province, 
iinmediately to refign their appoint- 
ment. 

In confequence of this appotot- 
ment the committee waited upon 
the gentlemen in this city, who had 
been appointed confignees of the 
expected cargo. Some of the com 
miflioners refigned ja a manner that 
gave general fatisfaction ; others io 
fuch equivocal terms as required ex- 
planation; however in a few days 
the refignation was complete. 

At another fubfequent general 
meeting it appeared to be the una- 
nimous opinion, that the entry of 
the fhip at the cuftom-houfe, or 
the landing any part of her Cargo, 
wouid be attended with great dan- 
ger and difliculty, and would direaly 
vend to deitroy that peace and good 
order which ought to be preferved. 
An addition of 12 other gentlemen 
was then made to the former com- 
mittee, and the general meeting ad- 
jyourned ull the arrival of the tea 
thip. 

Qn Chrifimas cay in the evening, 
an expreis came up from Chetter, 
that the tea fhip, commanded br 
Capt. Ayres, with ber detefted cat- 
go, was atfived there, having fol 
lowed another fhip up the river 10 
far.

next morning, and being apprized 
of the arrival of Mr. Gilbert Bar- 
clay the other confignee, who came 
paffenger in the fhip, they immedi- 
ately went in a body to requeft his 
renunciation of the camimiffion. Mr. 
Barclay politely attended the com- 
mittee at the firft requeft, and being 
made acquainted with the fentiments 
of the city, and the danger -to 
which the public liberties of Amert- 
ca were expofed by this meafure, 
he, after exprefling the particular 
hardthip of his fituation, alfo refign- 
ed the commiflion, in a manner 
which affe€ted:- everv one prelent. 
About two o'clock, the fhip hav- 
ing weighed anchor, fhe appeared 
in fight of Gloucefter Point, where 
a number of inhabitants from the 
town had affembled with the gen-

tlemen from the committee. As 
fhe paffed along, fhe was hailed, 
and the captain requeited not to 
proceed farther, but to comeé on 
fhore. This the Captain complied 
with, and was accordingly accom- 
panied to town by a number of 
perfons. Upon an hour’s notice 
this morning, a public meeting was 
called, and the State-Houle not be- 
ing fufficient to hold the numbers af- 
lembled, they adjourned into the 
Square.

they [the inhabitants of Great Bri- 
tain} will a€t as one man, to fuppore 
the juft and lawful, and neceiflary 
authority of the fupreme legiflature 
of the Britifh nation over all the 
dominions of the crown. The jut- 
tice of their caufe will give vigour 
to their meafures ; and the colonies 
that fhall have the folly and pre- 
fuunption to refitt them, will be 
quickly reduced to obedience. 

‘¢ Ic is poffible, nay indeed it is 
very probable, that if a war was to 
be fpeedily undertaken, before Great 
Britain and Ireland had been too 
much exhautted of theis inhabitants, 
emigrating to North America, the 
forces of the mother-country mighe 
prevail, and America, however, un- 
willing, be forced to fubmit. But 
alas! victory alone is but a poor 
compenfation for all the blood and 
trealure which mult be fhed on fuch 
an occafion. Not to mention, that 
after the conquett of their country, 
the Aiericans would certainly be 
lefs dilpofed, even than they are at 

O prefenty 
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prefent, to become our good culio- 
mers, and to take our manulactures 
in return for thofe injuries and op- 

preflions which they had fuffered 
from us: — I lay injuries and oppref- 
frons; becaule the colonies would 
moft undoubtedly give no fofter an 
appellation to this conquelt, though 
perhaps it would be no other in itfelf, 
than ajatt chattifemeat for the ma- 
nifold offences, they had commit- 
ted. Moreover, as the Americans 
are endeavouring even at prefent to 
fet up all forts of mechanic trades 
in order to rival us, or at leaft to 
fuperfede the ufe of our manufac- 
tures in their country, —can any 
man fuppofe that their ardor for 
fetting up manufactures would be 
abated by their being forced to deal 
at the one only European fhop, which 
they moit detefted? 

** But what is ftill worfe, if pof- 
fible, —though the Britifh troops 
might over-run the great continent 
ot North-America at firft, it doth 
by no means follow, that they could 
be able to maintain a (uperiority i in 
it afterwards for any length of time ; 
and my reafon is, becaule the go- 
verning of a country after a peace, 
isa much more arduous tafk, in 
certain circumitances, than the con- 
quering it duringa war. ‘Thus, for 


example, when a peace enfues (and 


jurely it ts uot intended that we thall 
be tor ever ina tate of war) then 
a civil conftitution of fome kind or 
other mutt neceflarily be eflabiithed, 
and in the cate betore us, rbere 
feems to be no other alternative, 
but either the permitting the colo- 
nies to enjoy once more thole ad- 


vantages of Engltih liberty, and of 


an Englifh conititucion, which they 
had tortened; or elle a retolution 
to govern them for the future by 
arbitraiy {way and defpotic power. 
It the tatier thould be the plan a- 
dopted, | then humbiy fubinit it 
to be duly weighed and coniidered, 
what a baleful influence this govern: 
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ment ala Pruffe would have on eve- 
ry other part ot the Britih Empire. 
England tree, and America in chains! 
And how foon would the enflaved 
part of the conttitution, and perhaps 
the greater, contaminate the tree 
and the letler? Nay, as America 
was found to encreate in ftrength 
and numbers, an army of Englith- 
born foldiers (for no other could be 
tru(led) firit af 50,000, and after- 
wards perhaps of 100,000, would 
{carcely be fufficient to keep thefe 
turbulent {pirits in awe, and to pre- 
vent then, at fuch a prodigious dilt- 
ance from the centre of government, 
from breaking out into infurrections 
and rebellions at every tavourable 
opportunity. Butit the former were 
to prevail, and a return of Englith 
liberties was again to take place, it 
muft alfo follow, that the fyiftem 
of trials by juries muft return with 
them: and then, when America 
fhall grow ftronger and ftronger e- 
very day, and England proportional- 
ly weaker, how is an infurreétion to 
be quelled in America? And what 
Englith ofhcer, civil or military, 
would dare to do it? Nay, I atk 
further, granting that he was fo 
brave, or rather fo fool hardy as to 
attempt to do his duty, who is to 
protect him in the execution of his 
ofhce? Or how is he to be preterv- 
ed, by due forms of law, againtt the 
determination of an American jury? 
A tumult ts excited; — the military 
called forth endian foldiers are 
infulted ; —- many perhaps wound- 
ed, and fome even killed. ‘The 
patience of the officers worn out, 
and in their own detence, they are 
obliged to give the word of com- 
mand to fre. The relations of thole 
who fell by this fire, bring on an 
appeal of blood, The American 
jery fina the cthcers who command- 
ed, and perhaps the whole corps 
who hred, guilty of murder; and 
then all the powers of the crowo, 
iegal’y exerted, is not able toa fave 
the

OME fifty or fixty years ago, 


when turnpike roads were not 
fo general, and the conveyance from 
place to place was far more difhcule 
than at pretent, people were obliged 
to put up with many very great in- 
conveniencies, and to confine their 
wants within a narrow compafs.

A landlord, who wants to 
let an empty houfe, or a few acres 
of his land, has nothing now to do 
but to advertife, and he is foon 
provided with a tenant; and the 
man of enterprizing genius, who ts 
deterred from following his purfuits 
by want of money, advertifes only 
goou fecurity, and he is immediately 
fupplied to the extent of his de- 
mands. In fhort, there is fcarcely 
any article in life, of which we fland 
in need, but what an advertifement 
wil! more eafily procure than any 
other means we can advife. Men

could reach Mull, drove them to 
the Ifand of Coll, where they 
were kept by ftorm fora fortnight: 
at length they got loofe, and arriv- 
ed in Mull,.over a good part of 
which they travelled by land. They 
were in the ifles of Ulva and Inch- 
kenneth, but could not get to Staffa, 
tho’ near it, the {urges were fo high. 
They got a good paflage to Icolm- 
kill, and viewed the ancient build- 
ings there with minute attention. 
They returned through Mull, croff- 
ed over to the main land of Argyle- 
fhire, and then proceeced to Inve- 
sary, and by Lochlomond and Dum- 
barton-Caftle to Glafgow. From 
whence they went to Ayrthire, and 
returned to Edinburgh on Tuefday 
the ninth of November. 

In which city and its neighbour- 
hood he remained tiil Monday the 
22d of that month, and got fately 
back to London on Friday the 26th, 


after anabfence of one hundred and 


twelve days. 

In the courfe of this progrefs, 
Dr. Johnfon faw the four univerfity

He was a week at the feat of the 
laird of M’Leod in the Ifle of Sky. 
This young chieftain is not yet one 
and twenty, butis an honour to his 
country by his generous regard for 
his people: he ftops their emigrating 
to America, by which, while he pre- 
ferves the confequence of his own 
family, he does an eflential fervice 
to the ftate, by keeping fo many 
brave men at home for its defence. 
Mr. Johnfon faid, ‘* he never met 
with a man, who, at his age, had 
advanced his underftanding fo much, 
who had more defire to learn, or 
who had learnt more.” 

In the ifland of Rafay, he found 
the laird of that ifland a mofl agree- 
able and hofpitable gentleman, with 
a family of three fons, and ten 
daughters, all by one lady. He 
faid, that he here faw a patriarchal! 
en juft what he had come to 
ee. | 

When he was at St. Andrews, 
fomebody happened to afk where 
John Knox was buried ? Mr. John- 
fon, whofe high-church principles 
are well known, and who never

He went to fee Hawthornden, 
where his namefake, Ben. Johnfon, 
vifited the ingenious Mr. Drum- 
mond.

When in the Ifle of Sky, he paid 
avilit tothe celebrated lady, fo well 
known by the name of Mifs Flora 
Macdonald, whofe heroick adven- 
tures in 1745 have rendered her 
fame immortal with the generous of 
all parties.

gainers by the fituation which occafioned 
it, were thefe who fe't it moit feverely ; 
that, if a tax bad been laid to make good 
the deficiency, it would have put the na- 
tion at large to a very high expence, and 
opened a door for very grois impofitions, 
as was the cafe in King William's time, 
when, on a notice of of a fimiliar kind re- 
lative to the filver-coin, the nation had 
been put to an expence of two millions and 
a halt; but that, inthe pretent tnflance, 
the expence had fallen where it could be 
bet borne; and that, if any further regu- 
lations fhould become neceflary, it would 
he trifling, and therefore, he believed, be 
chearfully made good by the public. 

Mr. Van (Member for Brecon) then 
gotup, and faid, that the Hon. Gentie- 
man (Mr. Preicot) had informed the Houle 
what a lofs the bankers had fuflained, but 
forgot to acquaint them that, immediate- 
ly after the pafling the act laft feffions, the 
bankers iflued out orders that they would 
take guineas that wanted 18d. which gave 
them an opportunity to difpole of the 
gréatelt part of theirligiht gold; they then 
ilued out a frefh order, that they could 
not take any guineas but at the ftandard 
allowed by the Bank; fo that, in his hum- 
be opinion, the banker had not fuffered 
fo much as the merchant. 

On the 'gth the Lords prefented their 
Addreis, to which his Mayjelty was pleated 
to make the following moft gracious an- 
iwer:

The next day the humble Addrefs of the 
Houle of Commons was prefented to his 
Majefty : To which his Majefty was pleal- 
ed to return a very gracious aniwer. 

On the 21ft Mr. Buller deftred leave to 
make the following motion: * That it is 
the opinion of this Committee, that 20,000 
feamen, including 4,354 marines, will be 
neceilary for the fervice of the prefent 
year,’ 

Mr. Buller then faid he was forry to afk 
for folarge a fupplythis year; butit might 
be depended upon, that next year, the de- 
mand would be leflened, as the fleet now 
in the Eaft-{ndies confifled of fix thips of 
the line, would be home by Chriftmas next, 
and be difcharged ; we fhou!'d therefore not 
want fo large a number of feamen, and 
confequently a fmaller fupply would do. 

Mr. Sawbridge arofe and faid, that the 
Minifter every year told us, that the de- 
mands for the next year would be much 
{maller; but he did not fee that we could 
put any dependence in what he faid, for 
the fupply, atked for this year, was the 
fame as the latt,- and double what any 
former peace required; that when we 
were laft war driving every thing before 
us, and had become the tervor of the whole 
world, we made a difadvantageous peace, 
and the reafons alledged for it were, that 
we were not able to bear the expence of a 
war, yet we had ever fince maintained 
that diigraceful peace with a war eftablith- 
ment, and therefore he thould not give hie 
ailént to fo large a demand, 

Lord North taid, that, tho’ the honour- 
able Gentleman had declared no depen- 
dence was to bé put in what hé faid, yet 
he would venture to affirm, that no man 
had the intereit of his country more at 
heart than himtelf; that it was not his de- 
fire to maintain 20,000, if 10,000 would 
do; that he was very averte to afk for large 

Jupplies, but we could not regulate our ex- 
pences by any former peace, that the fleet 
which we kept in the Eatt-Indies was « 
chief reaton for our annual demand being 
fo great, as provifions were much dearer 
there than any where eife, but there was 
agreat difference between our eftablithe 
ment now andin time of war; that at the 
conclufion of the laft war 16,000 féamen 
were thought neceflary to be the peace 
eftablifimeat, that the alarm in 1771 had 
occaffoned us to add 4,000 more, but he 
was in hopes the fleet from the Eatt-Iadies 
would be heme by Chriftmas, whea 
3.000 feamen would be difcharged, and 
he made ao doubt but 17,000 would be 
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fulficient for the next year; that at the 
time of the alarm in 1771 our fleet was 
found to be in a ruinous tlate, and very 
little timber in oar dock-yards;, but now 
he flattered him'elf the navy was on a re- 
fpeétable footing, and by Chriftmas next 
there would be three pears (tock of timber 
in each dock-yard, that we fhould now 
have onlyto keep up the ftock, which 
would not require fo large a fum annually 
as the Jatt three vears 

Mr. Dowdefwell faid, that he hoped 
not tobe confidered as an enemy to the 
navy, if he agreed with Mr. Sawbridge in 
thinking the ettablifiment too much for a 
profound peace; and ashis Majefty had 
affured us that other Powers were very 
pacific, and it thould be his aim to preferve 
a general tranquillity, he faw no reafon 
why the citablifhment thould be more now 
than at the conclufton of the war; but the 
Noble Lord has told us, that a large fum 
ot moncy had been expended to repair the 
navy, which was in a terrible condition in 
1771; thathe thould be glad to be inform- 
ed how the fupplies from 1763 to 1771 had 
been expended , that the navy was tuffer- 
ed to rot, that eitherthe Miniter had not 
demanded fufhcient, or milapplied what 
was granted, 

Lord North faid, that he was in Admi- 
niitration but three years out of eight, 
and therefore was not obliged to anfwer 
for the conduct of others, yet he would be 
bold to fay, that the hurry an which fhips 
were built at the conclufion of the lait war, 
when wecould not get dry timber, had 
been the means ot their rotting in feven 
years, when they ought to have latted fif- 
teen years; that at the alarm in 4771, 
when we were fo fcarce of timber, we 
had been obliged to contradt with the Mer- 
chants for feveral thips, all of which would 
be launched this year, and then cur own 
docks would be abie to fupply “us; that 
the money which had been expended on 
the navy was not merely to repair, but to 
reftore it. 

Mr. Pulteney faid he hoped that the 
3,000 feamen would be difcharged from 
the 17,000, and that next year 14,000 
world be thoaght fufficient, 

Mr. Dempites teconded his Metion, and 
faid he fhould not give his affent to 20,000. 

Lod North replied, that, 1f we were a- 
ble to reduce the preient number to P7,OOO, 
it would be as much as <con!ld be expected, 

Mr. T.. Towntend faid, that it might be 
thought trifling ia him to contend fora fin- 
gle thoufard, bur he fhould be glad to be 
informed by fome Gentleman ot the navy, 
why 7,000 flould be keat up, when 

$6,000 were thought fuflkcient, and, if we 
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put any confidence in what his Majetty 
had faid, we could not imagine ourfelves 
in any danger from foreign Powers. 

Mr. Dodefwell faid, that bufinefs called 
him in the country before laft feffions end.

All the fonth fhore of that river is actu- 
ally cleared of the enemy, and the retreat 
of the Ruffians gvas fo precipitate, that 
they left behind them not only the ma- 
gazines they took from the Turks, but al- 
fy their own, Their cavalry particularly 
fuffered very much, Neither men aor mo- 
ney are wanting, andthe Turks are fo 
much elated with the fuccefs of the lalt 
campaign, and are fo much more ufed to 
arms, that it will be a dificult matter to 
conquer them.
